A OONFLICT OF MONOPOLIES. - 

The English Court of Exchequer recently 
fecided that the operations of the Edison 
"Telephone Company. constituted an infringe- 
ment of the Government monopoly of tele- 
graphs, and’ can be carried ‘on only under 
license from the General Post: Office. This 
decision has been followed by the announce- 
ment that the. Post Office is. prepared to 
establish intercommunication! by telephone 
in. any ‘town, at the same ‘time holding 
itself ready’ to make arrangements for 
the establishment or continuance under 
ligense of’syatems introduced by private 
‘companies, “This announcement is now met 
by an advertisement from the Edison Com- 
pany in London that it’ has exelusive patent 
rights: for the use .of its apparatus and 
method of communication, and will proceed 
against the: Postmaster-General for any in- 
fringement thereof.. While it may. not be 
possible to. criticise the de¢ision of the 
court from a~strictly legal’ point of view, 
it cannot’ fail’ ‘to. strike the American 
mind as a very high-handed proceed- 
ing if ‘the British Goverment undertakes 
to appropriate to ‘itself the benefits of the 
Edison telephone without the consent of the 
proprietors. and. without. compensation, in 
the face of exclusive rights ‘granted under 
its‘own laws, ‘It is tad enough to require 
the compaiiy to takeout @ license as for a 
private telegraph, but to. proceed to appro- 
priate itsinvention, and to work it as a part 
of the postal system of Great Britain, 
would seriously injure, if not utterly ruin, 
the prospects of the company in that country. 
This would not only work a great injustice, 
but, asa matter of public policy, it would 
be highly inexpedient, since it would be a 
discouragement of invention and discovery 
in this particular direction. One result of 
the Government monopoly of telegraphs has 
cess of. communicating by electricity have

ent}, Ibis. very likely 
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vate rights, swallow up the telephone mo- 
nopoly afterward granted. under an act of 
Parliament toa private corporation? This 
is a question which the courts will doubtless 
have to answer if Postmaster-General:Faw- 
Cer? persists in his determination to appro- 
priate and use the telephone in connection 
with the’ postal: system of : the kingdom. 
It is difficult to see how on any ground, 
of. justice. the Government <can do 
this: without. at least’ the § payment 
of & proper royalty to the owners of the 
fnvention and of the. patent rights. The 
whole complication illustrates: the evil of a 
Government monopoly. It is almost certain 
to ‘work. private injury, and ‘where -it -in- 
volves any process or mechanism capable of 
development and improvement by ingenuity 
and enterprise itis sure. to operate aba bar 
to progress, for the proper motives will be 
wanting for the exercise of inventive genius 
if the results and profits are liable to virtual 
confiscation.

GHORGE ELIOT. 

No one will dispute the fank of Groraz 
Exzor. among the novelists of her sex. In 
England. there have been but two women 
whose novels have gained a place in Eng- 
lish: literature, but.‘‘ Evelina’? and ‘Pride 
and Prejudice’’ will’ bear no comparison 
with the best work of Grores Exio7. ‘Years 
ago it was the fashion to speak of Grorex 
Exvior as the worthy rival of Gzores Sap, 
but time has modified the estimation in 
which the: clever and audacious French- 
woman. was once held, and though the 
charm of her style can never be underrated, 
it is evident that her rephtation as a novelist 
has greatly declined during the past twenty 
years, and no..cool critic would now think 


of comparing the crude coloring of ‘ In-- 


diana’’ with the broad and masterly. canvas 
of ‘ Middlemarch,’’ Gzoram Exzor is not 
only recognized ;universally as -the ‘first 
among female novelists, but she is. ranked 
with the masters: of English fiction, dnd’ is 
held by many to be the péer of THackenay 
aud even. of Scorr. 

Tt bas long -been the fashion to say of 
Groner Error that her genius was essentially 
masculine, and it is said.that her first pub- 
lisher, to whom she. was personally un- 
known, firmly believed that the ‘‘ Scenes of 
‘Clerical Life”’ was written by a man.)
